Efforts of the seven provinces to have, 
a reyal commission appoiited to inquire 
into the freight rate structure of Can- 
ada. received a set-back with the recent 
announcement from the deparunent of 
justice that this appointment is outside 
the sphere of the Canadian government 
under present Kreight 
rates, it says, have been placed in the 


regulations, 


hands of the board of tvansport com- 
Iissloners, 


This means that a number of alterma- 
tives are open. We can wait until rext 
vear when Parliament meets, and try to 
have the legislation changed. The gov- 
ernment might appoint a royal commis- 
sion to study transport problems, which 
would also embrace freight rates. And 
at the same time. the government might 
order the board of transport commis- 
siovers to go into the freight rates prob- 
ley in the general inquiry into freight 
rates they have already been ordered to 
undertake, 


Which is just fine, as far as the pro- 
testing provinces (all but Ontario and 
Quebec) are coucerned. 


The last suggestion amounts to order- 
ing the board of transport commission- 
ers to sit in judgment on themselves, 
and inquire into whether they feel their 
actions have been right and just all 
through. The West, and the East, can 
hardly expect a great deal from an im- 
quiry of this nature. 


\iternatively, we can wait until Par- 
liament meets, or we cai Wait, maybe 
forever, until a commission inquiring in- 
to transport problems generally looks 
at the problems of railways, of trucks, 
of steamships, and of airlines, 


fn the meantime, the non-central 
residents of the whole country will con- 
tinue to pay disproportionately high 
‘ates. And in the meantime, no answer 
em reasonably be given to the railways 
on their request for an interim increase 
of fifteen percent and a permanent im- 
evease of twenty percent, For that mat- 
ter, their original twenty-one percent 
increase is not yet out of question,

AN ORCHID FOR WILHELMINA 


Though many in the Wester World 
will pay no particular attention to the 
ceremonies on Saturday when Queen 
Wilhelmina of the Netherlands steps 
cown from her throne, it is nevertheless 
an event of considerable moment, 

To the Dutch, Queen Wilhelmina has 
been, im many respects, what Queen 
Victoria was to the British. Like Victor- 
ia, She ascended the throne when only 
eighteen, though unlike Victoria she has 
decided against reigning until death. 
Vhrough fifty vears on the throne, 
Queen Wilhelmina has learned much 
about statecraft. She is reputed to have 
mich the same commanding manner 
with her ministers as did Victoria. 

Her fifty years on the Dutch throne 
have been eventful ones. Much has hap- 

oned, both in Holland and througho 


the entire world, since the end of the 


last century, And through it all Wilhel- 
mina has gained and retained the affec- 
tion and the admiration of her people.

(The Canadian Statesman)

The word “Success” has as least | 
two difverent meanings. A privately: | 
owned enterprise is successful if it 


‘attracts enough customers to make 


a profit; a government enterprise is 
successful as long as it does not an- 
tagonize the public to the point 
where they demand its abolition. 

One need only glance at the bal- 
ance sheet of the CBC to discover 
how singularly unsuccessful that 
corporation is under the first defin- 
tion. However, as a government 
monopoly, it ig only liable to be 
judged under the second; and _ by 
that criterion it is reasonably suc- 
cessful. It is regarded at best as 
satisfactory, and at worst as toler- | 
able, by the great majority of the 
Canadian listening public. 

But is that good enough? After 
all, the listener pays for the CBC. 
ii might be argued that he could 
not legitimately complain about the 
lare otfered by privately-owned sta- 
tions, to whose support he contribut- 
es not a single penny; but from the 


{simply not 


CBC, to which he contributes $2.50 


la year directly, and more indirectly, 


he is entitled to demand service 
that is more than tolerable, or even 
satisfactory. 

fhe facts, as borne out by actual 
audience surveys, are: first, that a 


\large part of the Canadian audience 


deliberately ignores CBC programs 
to listen to independent stations; 
second, that the CBC has its largest 
audience when it broadcasts Amert- 
can programs such as Charlie Mc- 
Carthy, Fred Allen and Fibber 
McGee. 

There can be no doubt that, com- 
pared to what is offered free by in- 
dependent broadcasters in the U.S. 


'A and Canada, CBC programs are 


worth what they cost 
the listener.

CAPACITY OF THE FARM 
DUGOUT | 
How Much Water Do | Need? 

The dugout must store a depth 
and volume of water to supply the 
water required tor domestic, live | 
stock, or irrigation use. Provision 
must be made for an average yearly 
loss of three to four feet, by evapor- 
ation and seepage. A reserve depth 
of at least three to four feet should 
remain in the dugout prior to refill 
by runoff, to insure a continuous 

upply of fresh water. Where dug- 
out water is to be used throughout | 
the winter, a depth of five to six 
feet should remain prior to freeze- 
up to prevent freezing to the bottom, 

A minimum depth of eight feet in 
addition to actual use, must there- 
fore be provided when constructing 
a dugout. 

Where water to be used the 
year round for main live stock and 
domestic supply, a depth of 14 feet 
is required, Where a summer supply 
of water only is required. a depth 
of 12 feet is sufficient. Where the 
water is to be used solely for garden 
irrigation, the depth is not an im 
portant consideration. These recom-
